Subject: “THE YEAR OF THE BALTORO”’ 


One year ago this month, Galen Rowell 
was, to put it mildly, enthusiastically received 
when he made his initial appearance as an 
Academy speaker. Because of that enthusiasm 
over his program “‘Alaskan Yosemite’ and be- 
cause he has had a walloping adventure since, 
we are pleased to present him once again. 

For more than a decade the Baltoro region 
of the Karakorum Range has been closed to 
visitors because it straddled the Pakistan-China 
border. Using dual images, Mr. Rowell makes 
this region come alive with a host of color 
photographs. Mountaineering, wildlife, and 
various native cultures are covered in this ac- 
count of the experiences of the 1975 American 
K2 Expedition that attempted to scale the sec- 
ond highest mountain in the world, 28,250 
foot K2. 


This region is vastly different from the Ever- 
est region, a thousand miles to the southeast. 
The Karakoram Range is a convoluted Sahara, 
protected from the monsoons by the barrier 
of the Western Himalaya. The K2 Expedition 
made a 250-mile round-trip trek, meeting 
other expeditions along the way as well as 
capturing, on film, Siberian ibex, urial moun- 
tain sheep, snow leopards — all endangered 
species. Too, there are photos of the native 
people of Balistan whose primitive way of life 
is as endangered as the ibex. 

Later this year the Sierra Club will publish 
The Year of the Baltoro, illustrated with some 
of the photographs included in these CAS lec- 
tures. Mr. Rowell will write the text. 

Three presentations as usual and your mem- 
bership card will admit you through the main 
entrance of Cowell Hall. At the matinee per- 
formance you may be asked to present it 
once again at the auditorium entrance.
